4. A source has informed me that the McCarthy Committee has 
taken a recess for approximately three weeks and then has several weeks 
of hearings planned. However, he added that "we would just be fooling" 
ourselves if we thought McCarthy would pass us by, because "McCarthy 
wants in'' at CIA. Source said that all that was needed was just for some- 
body to lay a file on Senator McCarthy's desk and he would be "off to the
